A showdown was anticipated at a 
meeting of the cabinet Friday with 
Koki Hirota. foreign minister, repre-

Politica] observers said ‘the 
life of the cabinet might hang in the 
balance. 

A high Chinese official said Hirota 
wanted to soft-pedal the autonomy 
movement for fear Japan's demands 
for naval tonnage parity would be 
jeopardized at the~December London 
naval conference. 

In London, informed sources inti- 
mated Great Britain had a great part 
in checking the independence drive. 
It was indicated she used influence 


to curb Japanese activities in North 


China and to stiffen the resistance of 


the Nanking government. 

As an indication of the softened 
| Japanese policy, officers of the empire 
turned over to the Chinese govern- 
ment the problem of pushing reforms 


| in North China. 


Fear was expressed in official Chi- 
‘nese circles, however, that the inde- 
pendence movement might go through 
if Japan’s army acts independently 
of Tokyo.

Pledge signers of The Constitution 
Safety Council's safe driving cam- 
paign have become safety letter writ- 
ers.

S. P. Gentry, manufacturers’ agent 
of Atlanta, has become an enthusias- 
tic safety pledge observer and de- 
clares himself another in the long list 
of exponents of a state drivers’ li- 
cense law. : 
Drivers’ Law Sought. 

He says: 

“Herewith my signed pledge assur- 
ing you of my full accord with your 
campaign devoted to safer driving in 
our good state. 

“Now when this next Georgia legis- 


lature convenes why not go a step'| 


further and put in some time to the 
adoption of a program that will bring 
about the consummation of the 
drivers’ license law? 

“Such a law on our statute books 
would, in my estimation, do much té 
eliminate from our streets and high- 
ways incompetent drivers of automo- 
biles. Of course such a law as this 
drivers’ license law would: accomplish 
very little unless traffic officers dele- 

ated with the responsibility of en- 
orcing such a requirement see that 
automobiles are not allowed to be

Highways Made Impassable 
As Heavy Snow Falls in 
North Dakota. 


_ ST. PAUL, Nov. 21.—(#)—Snow 
in a half-dozen states accompanied 
by biting temperatures brought wintry 
conditions a month ahead of its for- 
mal advent to a wide midwest area. 

North Dakota had the lowest tem- 
perature, 12 below zero at Minot, and 
the most snow—enough in some areas 
to make roads impassable.

STUDIED BY RAILROADS 


Government Stands to Lose 


Huge Sums If Act Is 
Held Illegal. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(?)— 
A committee of lawyers representing 
‘the nation’s major railroads today 
' studied plans for an early attack on 
'the constitutionality of new railroad 
pension legislation. 

The attorneys have held frequent 
meetings since the carriers decided 
| November 8 to bring a test suit. A 


‘spokesman for the Association of 
American Railroads, said, however, 


’|'the method and procedure to be fol- 


lowed still are under consideration. 
Unlike the first rail pension act, 


| which was invalidated last spring by 


'a five-to-four supreme court decision, 
the new ‘legislation is separated into 
two laws. 

One provides payment of pensions 
ranging up to $120 a month to the 
nation’s 1,000,000 railroad employes 
after 30 years of service or when they 
The payment 
would be made from the federal 
Treasury. 

The second law imposes a federal 
tax of 3 1-2 per cent on the railroads’ 
pay rolls and 3 1-2 per cent on em- 
ployes’ salaries. The retirement act 
and taxes are effective March 1, and 
annuity payments are to begin 90 
days later. 

Whether the railroads will contest 
both new laws, or merely the tax 
law, the government might face the 
prospect of paying out sums ranging 
from an estimated $59,000,000 in 
1936 to an estimated $259,000,000 in

The Baltimore case began with a 
petition in which trustees of the 
American States Public Service Com- 
pany asked that Judge Coleman in- 
struct them whether they should or 
should not file with the Federal Se- 
curities Exchange Commission as re- 
quired hy the holding company act. 
The company is in bankruptcy and 
under the jurisdiction of the federal 
court. 

Rureo, Inc., intervening creditor of 
the American States Company, enter- 
ed the case to ask that the trustees 
be directed to register. John W. Da- 
vis, attorney for another intervening 
creditor, took the opposite position, 
asking that the trustees be instructed 
not to register and attacking the con- 
stitutionality of the act.

CONFIDENCE WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—If there are any doubts 

out in the country about President Roosevelt’s re- 
election, there are none at the White House. In fact, Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self practically announced it the other day. His listeners failed to catch 
it, but, in his speech to the mayors, he said near the end: 

“I think the time is coming, not this coming (1936) session of con- 
gress, because we hope it will be a very short session, but by the follow- 
ing year, when ali of us can get together, and sit around a table and work 
out a better system of taxation.” 

The year following 1936 is the one in which Mr. Roosevelt’s present 
term expires at noon, January 20. 


EASING This might be written off as a tongue slip, except that a 
significant corresponding relaxation of tension has been no- 
ticeable inside the White House. It started about two weeks ago. 

For one thing, Mr. Roosevelt went off to Warm Springs a few days 
earlier than originally. planned. Also, before his departure, he had been 
leaving his office each day around 4:30 p. m., instead of the usual 6 p. m. 
His associates have adopted a similar easing schedule. 

It is all apparently due to reports Mr. Roosevelt has received pri- 
vately from his many political prophets. They have been telling him the 
tide which was running against him up to the time the last election.re- 
turns were counted, has now begun to ebb.

your correspondent is 
able to report that the Spaniards are 
a civilized race, a people with a sophis- 
ticated sense of humor who will con- 
duct themselves appropriately in these 
trying circumstances. In the celebrat- 
ed “Affaire Strauss” a gambling man 
who had had experience in Mexico 
came to Spain to make arrangements, 
as he thought, to open the old gam- 
bling casino at San Sebastian. He 
also made arrangements to open a 
casino or store, as it would be called 
in the United States, on the Spanish 
island of Majorca. 

Senor Strauss then opened his store 
in both places, dealing a game which 
he called “straperlo,”’ and to his sur- 
prise and disgust was tossed into the 
street, as the phrase goes in America, 
by order of the government. He then 
waited a reasonable time for the re- 
turn of inducements which he had 
laid on the line, and when the induce- 
ments were not refunded he wrote a 
letter of protest to the president of 
the republic. 

At the present time special prosecu- 
tors are under instruction to examine 
the evidence against eight individuals 
who have been named in the case, and 
two members of the cabinet have re- 
signed because relatives of theirs were 
mentioned by Senor Strauss. 


“Strauss”? Nevertheless, there is 

small likelihood that any- 
Is Insult, one will be punished for 

being involved in the 
“Affaire Strauss,’ and the incident 
is developing into a historic joke. Just 
how much the senor laid down in the 
way of inducements has not been de- 
termined, nor has it been shown just 
who took advantage of the unhappy 
senor’s trusting nature. But the sense 
of the meeting obviously is that the 
senor was trying to take the Spanish 
people for suckers and was taken 
himself instead, and that he acted 
with extremely bad grace in squawk- 
ing to the president, who has heavier 
matters on his mind.

To their 
honor and to the eternal shame of 
Senor Strauss, of Mexico, they did 
not write any letters of protest but 
merely hoped for better luck next 
year. Senor Strauss, however, will 
always be known in Spain as a 
“Strauss” who was “straperloed” by 
some shrewd Spanish ‘“straperloead- 
ors.”

HEALTH TALKS

Various names are given to lame 
shoulder. Subdeltoid bursitis, subacro- 
mial bursitis, calcification of the su- 
praspinatus tendon, periarthritis, 


sprain, strain and eke ye rheumatism. 
If pain is felt down the arm wiseacres 
are likely to assume it is neuritis. 

In perhaps one-third of the cases the 
origin of the trouble is a definite in- 
jury of the shoulder. In another third 
the symptoms develop gradually, with- 
out apparent cause. In the remaining 
third patients report that the lameness 
began with some over use of the arm 
or some unaccustomed effort, such as 
“washing windows,” “throwing a 
snowball,” “painting the _ ceiling,” 
“spading the garden,” “polishing the 
car.” 


The pain in or about the shoulder is 
at first sharp and stabbing with cer- 
tain limited movements, and even when 
the patient tries to rest at night it 
may be so painful that a shot of mor- 
phine or something is pretty darn wel- 
come relief. I’m telling the world. Pain 
continues more or less constantly for 
days. With the pain there is increas- 
ing stiffness or limitation of motion 
in the shoulder, because movement in- 
duces pain. 

If not properly treated at this acute 
stage the trouble is likely to drift into 
a chronic disability of the shoulder 
which cripples the victim more or less.

Of Oconee County Farmers in 1936 


Farm Outlook Today Is Best Since 1926, Agent Reports 
Who Say 60,000 Cans of Fruits and Vegetables Have 
Been Preserved ‘at Cannery. 


WATKINSVILLE, Ga., Nov. 21.— 
(P)—Oconee county will grow its own 
flour next year. 

County Agent E. C. Dillard said to- 
day if weather conditions are normal, 
the county will roduce all the wheat 
it needs. The goal is 50,000 bushels 
which, if achieved, will be one of the 
largest crops in the history of the 
county, he said. 

“The farm outlook in Oconee coun- 
ty is the best today it has been since 
1926,” he said. “In some respects the 


of | Situation is better than at any period 


history. ad 

“For instance, we have preserved 
more than 60,000 cans of fruits and 
vegetables at the county cannery, and 
to this will be added 15,000 cans of 
beef before the end of the year. This 


in 


is an average of 50 cans of products 
for every family in the county, and 
far more than in any previous year.” 

The cotton crop has returned an 
extra profit this year of $39,400 
through the one-variety plan which 
was organized last year, Dillard said. 
This increased profit comes from the 
premium received for the lint, and to 
the increased yields per acre. 

The additional receipts, he said, 
paid for fertilizer costs where the im- 
proved variety of cotton was planted. 

The value of the cotton crop in 
Oconee county increased from $287,- 
276 in 1932 to $692,832.91 in 1934, of- 
ficial government estimates show. The 
1935 estimate is not yet available but 
probably will be in excess of $700,000, 
Dillard said.

Tenth of Home Army Given 
Leave in‘Move to Combat

ROME, Nov. 21.—(#)—Premier 
Mussolini, in a new move to oppose 
economic sanctions against Italy, 
ordered three-month furloughs tonight 
for about 100,000 of Italy’s 1,000,000 
home troops. 

The temporary reduction, it was 
stated officially, has no international 
significance. The government said the 
action was due to increasing farm 
and industrial production, because of 
the economic seige of Italy, and the 
desire to send men home to the fam- 
ilies that need them.

Selassie Returns From Battle Front 
Inspired by Loyalty of Warriors 


ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 21.—(#)— 
Emperor Haile Selassie returned un- 
expectedly from his first inspection 
at the battlefront today. An official 
communique said his airplane may 
have been chased by two Italian 
planes. 

On his two-day trip he made two 
visits to the front. He is believed to 
have issued definite battle orders at 
Jijiga, back of the southern front. 

Shortly after the ruler left the area 
around the important towns of Harar 
and Diredawa two fascist airplanes 
flew over those points. 

“The fact that the planes did not 
drop bombs indicates they were recon- 
noitering or pursuing the Ethiopian 
plane,” said the communique. 

While Haile Selassie was inspect- 
ing the southern and eastern front, 
the government said, two Italian 
tanks were captured and their 12 Ital- 
immediately beheaded 
by the Ethiopians.

Selassie said. 


“T was most gratified at seeing for 
myself the loyal devotion being shown 
by my troops for their fatherland, 
and their magnificent bravery.

He also made a 100-mile round au- 
tomobile trip of inspection between 
Jijiga and Harar. 

Members of the royal family and 
cabinet officials greeted the emperor 
upon his return. The emperor brought 
back samples of Italian guns and am- 
munition which will be inspected to 
determine whether inhumane weapons 
are being used.

Tulane University President 
Passes After Lengthy 
Illness.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 21.—()— 
| Dr. A. B. Dinwiddie, president of Tu- 
‘lane University since October 1, 1918, 
'died here today after a lengthy ill- 
(ness from heart disease. He was a 
native of Lexington, Ky., born April 


13, 1871. 

| Due to his ill health Dr. Dinwiddie 
‘had been inactive in his official ca- 
|pacity during recent months and had 
tendered his resignation effective at 
the end of the present collegiate term. 
| He has been connected with Tu- 
lane University since 1906 and has 
been instrumental in expansion for 
the college and in increasing its en- 
dowment. 


Dr. Dinwiddie died at 12:10 p. m./ 
life-long member of the| 


He was a 
Presbyterian church. 

Although a native of Kentucky, he 
'was descended from a _ distinguished 
line of pioneer Virginia families. 

| His father, William Dinwiddie, was 
'a farmer and a Presbyterian min- 
‘ister. His mother was Emily Bledsoe 
| Dinwiddie, daughter of Dr. Albert 
‘Taylor Bledsoe, a West Point grad- 
uate and a college professor. 

In 1906 Dr. Dinwiddie was named 
associate professor of mathematics 
‘and astronomy at Tulane. In 1910 he 
becatne professor and head of the 
'mathematics department and served 
-as dean of the college of arts and 
sciences until October 1, 1918, when 
he was elected president of the col- 
lege. 

Dr. Dinwiddie succeeded the late 
Dr. Robert Sharp as president of Tu- 
lane and immediately launched into 
an energetic administration that made 
‘Tulane famous as a leading southern 
college. 

When news of the passing of Dr. 
Dinwiddie reached the campus all de- 
partments of the college were closed 
‘and class work was suspended out of 
‘respect for the departed educator. 

On July 22, 1897, Dr. Dinwiddie 
married Miss Caroline Arthur Sum- 
mey, daughter of Rev. and Mrs. 
George Summey, of Clarksville, Tenn., 
'who survives him. 
| Dr. Dinwiddie was educated at the 
 Vaiversity of Virginia where he won 
his first degree, bachelor of arts, with 
the class of 1889. In 1890 he was 
‘awarded his master of arts degree 
‘and his doctor of philosophy degree 
in 1892. 

He taught in several educational in- 
stitutions in Virginia and Tennessee 
before coming to Louisiana.
